IN VALLEY SAYS SORENSEN 


PORTERVILLE, June 16 — For 10 years water from the Friant 
Kern canal of the Central Valley project has been increasing under- 
ground water supply in the areas served by the project, but half of 
this reserve was used during the exceptionally dry year of 1958-59, and 
probably the balance will be used this year, according to Jim Soren- 
sen, civil engineer of Visalia, and authority on water problems, in a talk

And Horses In Mountains; Quick 
Trips Into Back Country Reported 


PORTERVILLE, June 16 — Machines — two-wheeled, low-geared 
machines designed for mountain trails — are moving into the High 
Sierra where pack mules and horses, or “shanks mares’ were the only 


former means of travel. 

Two types of vehicles, the Pack 
Cycle and the Tote Gote, have been 
taken on trips to Hole In The 
Ground, also on shorter trips into 
the Sierra, to stir up something of 
a controversy — should gasoline- 
powered vehicles be kept off moun- 
tain trails, or are, they just what 
is needed to provide transporta- 
tion for persons who are not ex- 
actly ‘horse minded?”

Four Porterville men made a 
two-day trip to Hole In The 
Ground over the Memorial day 
weekend — Dick Dickerson, Paul 


Sharp, Ray Torrey and Bob Hud- 


son, each of them riding a Pack 
Cycle and carrying their necessary 
camping equipment. 

Their route was out of Quaking 
Aspen, across Boulder creek, down 
Fish Creek ridge, across Little 
Kern and into the upper end of 
Willow meadow by way of the 
Willow Meadow cutoff. About 
three and a half hours of travel 
time was required for the tip. 

The Pack Cycle is a two-wheel 
vehicle, powered by a three and a 
quarter horse, four-cycle engine 
that gets 30 miles to a gallon of 
gas. Tires are eight inches in di- 
ameter; a variable ‘‘gear ration’’ 
is provided by a centrifugal clutch 
and a V belt. 

The machine weighs about 100

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Subdivision, 
Resort At 
Pierpoint Spring 


PORTERVILLE, June 16 — An- 
other mountain development is 
underway in the rapidly expand- 
ing Sierra country east of Por- 
terville, with a new subdivision 
opened at Pierpoint Springs, about 
a mile below Camp Nelson on 
highway 190. 

At present, 38 lots are being of- 
fered in a 15-acre subdivision by 
John Lewis and Kenyon Nashold, 
formerly of Bakersfield, but resi- 
dents of Camp Nelson since 1952, 
where they have been doing cus- 
tom building of mountain cabins. 
Price range of the building site 
lots is $1,800 to $3,000. 

Lewis and Nashold state that 
the subdivision will be supplied 
by gravity water from Pier- 
point spring, that roads will be

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before the Porterville Rotary club. 

Sorensen said that in areas of 
Tulare county, and the San Joa- 
quin valley, that had no source of 
supplemental supply, ground wa- 
ter levels last year fell from 10 to 
150 feet. 


“Either we get more water, or 


go out of existence,’’ Sorensen said. 


In. tracing the history of water 
development, Sorensen said that 
100 years ago diversion of Tule 
river water for irrigation was 
started. For 50 years, develop- 
ment was slow, but as it became 
evident that irrigation, in combin- 
ation with soil and climate of this 
area, produced profitable crops, 
pumping of water started, and 
from the early 1900s until the 
1920’s, water use increased rap- 
idly, and as water table dropped, 
centrifugal pumps were replaced 
by turbines. 

Sorensen said that it was in the 
1920’s that the ‘‘Marshall Plan’’, 
that eventually developed into the 
Central Valley Project was first 
talked of, as it became apparent 
that large-scale water transfer was 
necessary, from the northern part 
of the state, into the central and 
southern area. 

“Actually, we are using Sacra- 
mento river water in our Friant 
Kern canal,’’ Sorensen said, ‘‘since 
Sacramento river water is pumped 
through the Tracy station into the 
Mendota area where it can be 
traded for San Joaquin river water 
that is used in the Friant Kern 
canal.”’

Our brethren of the Fourth Estate are again weeping great 
tears of anguish over proposed postal rate increases, and through 
the medium of the various trade publications, are ulling out all

Theme of opposition to increased postal rates sufficient to 
take the deficit out of the United States postoffice goes like this: 
1. First class‘rafes should not be increased because first class mail 
is already paying its way; 2. Second class rates (under which news- 
papers mail at far below cost of handling, and, in some cases, for 
nothing) ‘aré ‘necessary if publications are to survive and if."“the 
people” ‘are to receive public information by printed word; 3. 
Third class rates; ‘under which strictly advertising material (junk 
mail in common terms), is pushed in tremendous volume through 
the U.S. postoffice, at less than cost of handling, cannot stand 
a rate increase, or great publishing houses, and direct mail busi- 
nesses, will go under; 4. The federal government is subsidizing 
many things nowadays, therefore there is nothing wrong with sub- 
sidizing the publishing business through less-than-cost mail rates; 
5. The postoffice is a “service of government" and therefore 
should not be expected to pay its way. 

Let's take these arguments in order: |. We agree that there 
should be no increase in first class rates as long as this type of 
mail pays its way. 

2. There may have been justification for subsidized mailing 
of newspapers, and other publications, in the early days of the 
nation, since information on public issues, and general news, is 
essential to self government, and since, in the colonial days, me- 
diums of public expression were limited in number and in circu- 
lation. But the Giant of Journalism should be ashamed to plead 
for special treatment in these modern times — particularly since 
so many of the individual Giants kick up such a fuss about special 
treatment for other segments of the economy — say the farmers 
for instance. 

3. If the direct mail business is on such shaky ground that it 
cannot pay its way in the postoffice, then let it fall by the way- 
side. We are certain that it is not on such a basis; and we can 
see no justification for subsidizing strictly advertising material in 
the postoffice box. Advertising, in all its forms, is a legitimate 
and necessary part of modern business; its costs are justified 
only if the advertising gets results, It is results, not federal sub- 
sidies, that are the backbone of direct mail, and all other forms 
of advertising. 


4. When we hear people justify federal subsidies for their 
own business on the basis that other businesses are being sub- 
sidized, we suddenly become fit to be tied. The logical approach, 
the American approach, is to exert whatever influence is possible 
to eliminate the other subsidies, not to tie one falacy on another. 

5. If we go down the line on the argument that the postof- 
fice is a government service, therefore should not be expected 
to pay its way, we say, in effect, that there should be no charge 
for any kind of mail. We have never been convinced that it is 
such a sin for a government agency, through a system of fees, to 
pay its way. In fact, we think that whenever it is possible to 
place special charges on specific individuals who use a govern- 
ment service, this should be done — on a basis of paying for 
services rendered. 

We think it is past time that the Giant of Journalism quits 
sniveling like a spineless midget; we think it is time that the Giant 
starts conducting himself like a Giant should — standing on his 
own two legs and exerting his influence toward less, not more, 
subsidy in government.

fishermen can catch are worthless 
shovel-nosed shark. 


For a dime you can take a ride 
around the pier on a passenger 
trailor pulled by a chugging little 
tractor. But the real action is 
down on the beach. Surf board- 
ing is a very popular sport here 
and the boys who engage in this 
daring water sport spend hours 
paddling out into the big waves 
to ride swiftly back into the beach. 
We saw a boy flop into a big roll- 
ing wave, his surf board shot up 
out of the water like a flying fish 
and the boiling water tumbled the 
boy up on the sand. He grinned, 
picked up his surf board, and 
headed back out to set to try it 
again. 

Life on the beach gives the ex- 
cuse for nearly anything. Young 
men wearing football jerseys and 
bathing trunks run endlessly up 
and down the beach and the young 
ladies lie quietly, applying creams 
guaranteed to make them gold as 
toast, and turn with the sun. Cook 
until well done. And way off in 
the sand dunes, a young couple 
pitched woo while an appreciative 
audience of four small boys peered 
over the top of a dune at them. 
All the while many transistor ra- 
dics wailed popular music. 

We spent a couple of hours fish- 
ing in the surf Sunday afternoon 
and caught five fine surf perch 
and a dandy sunburn on our legs. 
we used anchovies and clams for 
bait and figured that our fish that 
we caught cost about a dollar and 
a half a pound. But then we 
haven’t figured burn ointment yet 
either. Should run the price up 
considerably. 

We reported to our Marine train- 
ing station at Camp Pendleton 
Saturday and we found that serv- 
ice life hasn’t changed much. We 
spent five hours getting checked 
in and the whole thing could have 
been done in 30 minutes. We got 
back from the base in time to go 
down to watch the old salts fish 


that evening in the surf. These 
men have fishing down to a 
science. On any given day they 


know what fish are biting and 
where, they know what bait will 
be most effective on that particu- 
lar day. They dress in hip boots, 
heavy sweat shirts and wear elec- 
tric lamps, such as coal miners 
wear, on their hats as they plan 
on staying as long as the fish are 
biting. To aid them in their bat- 
tle against the chill ocean breeze 
most had a discretely wrapped 
bottle hidden away in their tackle 
boxes. 

The Oceanside beach is a very 
active place. We have not yet 
seen it deserted at any time of 
day. From early morning until 
late evening there is constant 
movement and when we look out 
our window at night we see fires 
burning brightly near the water’s 
edge.

It’s been obvious for a long time 
that autos are still clogging our 
California highways despite all 
our progress in building new free- 
ways. It’s been equally obvious 
that California courts have been 
just as badly clogged by suits 
caused by mishaps occurring in 
the operation of these same autos. 
Every car owner and rider has a 
big stake in efforts to break this 
logjam in the courts in such a 
way as to give equal justice to all 
parties concerned. 

In past legislative sessions, many 
different suggestions have been of- 
fered as possible remedies for the 
troubles created by the long delays 
in obtaining court hearings, but 
none have been accepted. One per- 
sistent proposal calls for substi- 
tuting the doctrine of ‘‘compara- 
tive negligence” for that of “‘con- 
tributory negligence’, a topic 
which only brings wrinkles to the 
brows of the average citizens but 
which can really whip any gath- 
ering of two or more lawyers into 
a fine frenzy. Another would call 
for restricting the contingent fees 
of attorneys into auto accident 
cases, a suggestion which similar- 
ly creates apoplexy in certain 
quarters. 

A more recent entry in the sug- 
gestion box is that a new com- 
mission, modelled along the lines 
of California’s half-eentury old in- 
dustrial accident commission, be 
set up to decide the issues and 
make awards in disputed auto ac- 
cident cases, thus keeping most of 
them out of the courts. So many 
angles were also found to be in- 
volved in this proposal that it was 
referred to the Senate judiciary 
committee for interim study. This 
group has held initial hearings on 
the matter, is now making an ex- 
tensive study of the facts involved, 
and has announced that at least 


three more public hearings on the] 


suggestion ‘will be scheduled in the 
near future. 

Because some of my readers may 
not be too familiar with the work- 
ings of the industrial accident 
commission, a brief explanation at 
this point may be helpful. The 
commission is the semi - judicial 
body which decides disputed cases 
under the workmen’s compensa- 
tion law, and its decisions can be 
appealed only to district courts of 
appeal or higher courts. Under 
the law, full medical care and spe- 
cified monetary awards are grant- 
ed in all industrial accident or 
death cases. Most cases are handl- 
ed automatically on the basis of 
previous commission decisions. The 
proposed auto accident commission 
would function along similar lines. 

The Senate committee is mak- 
ing a careful investigation of all 
the pertinent facts to serve as the 


FISHIN’

basis for its consideration of the 
proposal. It was pointed out that 
suggestions on this type generally 
assume that unreasonable delays 
in court hearings of auto accident 
suits are common to most counties 
of the state. This assumption is 
not being taken for granted. A 
detailed survey of all accident cas- 
es in the fourteen most popular 
counties is being made, and an ex- 
tensive questionnaire as to the 
reasons for, and effects of such de- 
lays has been sent to every county 
bar association. 

Other groups interested in auto 
accident litigation have been in- 
vited by the committee to name 
representatives on an advisory 
group to assist in its work. Insur- 
ance carriers, automobile clubs, 
safety groups, ‘the state bar asso- 
ciation and the judicial council, to 
name only a few, are all cooperat- 
ing. 

At the committee’s first meet- 
ing it was said that everyone 
hopes that some effective means of 
reducing the toll of injuries and 
deaths on our highways can be de- 
veloped, but until it is we will 
have to presume that large num- 
bers of accidents will occur. But 
improving the machinery by which 
accident cases are decided will do 
something to alleviate the harsh 
results of the existing system.

Last weekend, Sharp, Torrey 
and Ted Barnett rode from Quak- 
ing Aspen into the forks of the 
Kern in an hour and a half, reach- 
ing the Pyle camp in about 50 
minutes. Hudson and Dickerson 
plan to ride out of Long Meadows 
into Windy creek this weekend. 


The Pack Cycle is not a “hot 
rod’”’ machine, it is stated. It is 
ridden with both feet on the 
frame, except when moving over 
rough spots; it does not team up 
the trail and is easy to ride, ac- 
cording to Sharp and Torrey. 

Only spare equipment carried is 
a V belt, a spark plug and a gal- 
lon of gasoline. In order to be ap- 
proved for use in Sequoia National 
Forest, a machine must have a for- 
est service approved spark ar- 
rester. The machines are not al- 
lowed on Sequoia National park 
trails. 

Taking the Tote Gote back into 
Hole in the Ground were Al Rider 
and Walter Witt, both riding a 
single machine, which is somewhat 
larger than the Pack Cycle and will 
earry 400 pounds. Rider and Witt 
took the Tote Gote to the bottom 
of the canyon at Hole in the 
Ground (the other group walked 
to the bottom since they did not 
know the country) ten came out 
by way of the Whirl pool and 
Grasshopper flat.
